From Prison 


CHICAGO (UP) — Roger (The 
T errible) Touhy, Prohibition Era 
gangster, today was o rdered releas­ 
ed from prison by a federal judge 
who said he believed Touhy was 
wrongfully convicted of kidnaping 
J a k e (T he B arber) F acto r in 1932 
U. S. Bist. Jud ge Jo h n P. Barnes 
not only vacated T o u hy ’s original 
sentence of 99 years for kidnaping, 
b ut also a 199-year sentence the 
notorious gangster d rew in 
1943 
a fte r he and six henchm en staged 
a spectacular escape from the Illi­ 
nois State Prison. 
G ov ernm en t Will Appeal 
G overnm ent attorneys said they 
would appeal B arnes’ decision in 
an attem pt to keep T ouhy in prison 
fo r life. 
B arnes’ 
opinion 
in 
the 
ease, 
which Touhy fought through state 
and federal courts for 2 0 years, 
ran 774 pages. 
"I feel that this m an should he 
released,” Barnes said before he 
started reading his decision. 
Barnes ordered T ouhv released 
on $10,000 bond, posted by Touhy 
and his family, pending the gov­ 
e rn m e n t’s appeal. 
The court ruled th at Section 92 
of the Illinois law, u nd er which 
Touhy was sentenced for aiding an 
escape of another prisoner, violat­ 
ed the 
14th A m endm ent of the 
United States Constitution by de­ 
nying equal protection und er (he 
laws. 
A fter he was recaptured in 1943, 
Touhy was sentenced to 199 years 
for aiding the escape of Edward 
Darlak, a burglar and robber, who 
had been .serving that term. 
F irst Sentenced far K idnap 
Touhy originally was sentenced 
to 99 years in the state prison for 
the kidnap of Factor, accused as 
an international confidence man, 
who once boasted that he rose from 
a crap .shooting bootblack to a big- 
shot gam bler who played roulette 
with the King of England. 
Factor testified that Touhy and 
Basil Banghart, the chief machine- 
gunner in the Touhy mob, held 
him captive for ll days in 1932 and 
subjected him to repeated indigni­ 
ties. 
They finally freed him, he 
said, on paym ent of $70,000 ran ­ 
som. 
A t the time. Factor faced ex tra­ 
dition to England on charges that 
he had p erp etrated a seven-million 
dollar swindle there.
